HIS LIBEL SUIT AGAINST B. A. 
STEPAENS WINDS UP. 


Father a Queer Lot of Testimony 
Goes to the Jury—It Only Takes 
Them 10 Minutes to Say That 
Stephens Committed No Crime. 


The trial of the case of criminal libel 
against B. A. Stephens was resumed yester- 
day morning before J&dg¢e O'Melveny in 
Department No.3 of the Superior Court. 
Counsel for the defense was very much 
bandicapped in the introduction of testi- 
mony by the Court ruling that it would be 


necessary in the first instanee to prove that. 


the alleged libel was true, viz., that there in 
reality wasat that time a suit pending in 
which Horace Geil was suing Mesiner. It 
appeared that there was a suit »roucht by 
C. A. Beil against Mesmer to recover for the 
insertion of an advertisement in the Porcu- 
pine, and that upon the trial of that cuse 


Mesmer procured an offset against Hutace 
Beli for an indebtedness from him to Mes- 


mer. 

Defending counsel sought to maintair 
that having obtained the offset, Horace Bell 
must necessarily be the real and interested 
party to the suit. 

MESMER EXAMINED. 

Upon Mesmer taking the stand, he stated 
that Horace Bell was the responsible party 
to the suit referred to, and the Court there- 
upon permitted him to proceed and state 
the circumstances in connection with what 
witness termed “a blackmailing suit.” He 
stated that while he had loaned money to 
Horace Bell to start the Porcupine, he had 
never met or known Charies A. Bell until 
he was brough to his (witness’s) store by 
his father, who said: “This is my son 
Charite; give hima set of furniture, and 
stand goed for it.” 

HORACE BELL 

being called upon by counsel to take the 
stand and testify, promptly answered, 
do so readily.”” C. C. Stephens, upon 
banding to him the ag ema of C. A. Bell 
against Mesmer, asked him if it was not in 
his handwriting, including the signature of 
his son. In reply, witness denied that it 
was in his handwriting, ‘or that he had any 
interest in the suit. Continuing, he stated: 
“The Porcupine always belonged to my son 
Charlie. He bought it with his own money, 
and he owns every type in the place, with 
the exception of the time when Mr. Kavane 
was his partner.” | 

©. C. Stephens: Did you not yourself pro- 
cure the money from Louis Mesmer and 
Gov. Downey that purchased the Porcupine 

lant? 

‘ Witness: 1 have said that my son sold 
Gov. Downey a lot, and from the proceeds 
of that sale he purchased the plant, and has 
owned it ever since. Atthattime my son 
was 19 years ofage. He was emancipated 
at 16, and has always from that time had 
his time and money, not being under wy 
control, although living in my family. 

C. C. Stephens: Did he ever get any 
money from Louis Mesmer? 

Witness: Not a dollar. Louis Mesmer 
owes me mone now, that is outlawed, for 
leca! services. 

©. C. Stephens: Did you ever go to Mes- 
mer, after the paper was started, and bor- 
row money te pay the hands? 

Witness: The paper was started at the 
instance of two printers. Gov. Downey and 
Louis Mesmer agreed to help the paper— | 

Col. Wells: L wish Your Honor would in- 
struct the witness to answer the question.

Witness; If I makeone I will make a bet- 
ter one thao you did the other night. Louis 
Mesmer promised to furnish me money, but 
he never did it. He never gave me any 
save that with which he was credited in the 
suitof C. A. Bell against him. 

. During the examination of Louis Mesmer,

was taken by opposing counsel. 
Col. Wells stated that he propesed to show. 
that Bell went to Mesmer, bought furniture 
for his som and became security for the bili. 

Horace Bell: And paid for it, too. 

Witness (excitedly): You have never 
paid for it. 

These little spats were not infrequent, 
and served to enliven what would other- 
wise have been an interminable wrangle 
over Jegal technicalities. During the argu- 
ment of an objection Col. Wells stated that 
if the proof was admissible under the rul- 
ings of the Uourt the defense would show 
that the alleged libel was true and that the 
defendant published it for the purpose of 
showing Horace Bell up to the community 
in the light in which he sheuld be shown. 

Horace Bell: Like you have shown me. 

Col. Wells: Yes, sir; stripped you to your 
nakedness. 

Horace Bell: 1f the Court please ——. 

The Court: I don’t wish to hear any ar- 


ment. 
P Horace Bell: Ido not wish to make any 
argument, but 1 wish to be —— from 
the side remarks of this man Wells. 

Col. Wells: The side remark came from 
this man himself. I was addressing the

Horace Beli: Ido not wish toif lcan 
help it, but 1 do not wish to be insulted by 
that fellow.

A. and Horace Bell purchased certain goods 
of Mr. Mesmer? 

District Attorney: We object to it, being 
immaterial and irrelevant. 

Objection sustained.

B. A. STEPHENS, 

recalled, testified: I had a conversation 
with Mr. Mesmer about March, 1887, and 
he then told me “that Horace Bell hada 
swindly, blackmail! suit against me.” He 
said he had loaned Bell money to start the 
Porcupine, and that Bell: had put adver- 
tisements in his paper, and later had sent 
an accountin. He gave me a variety of 
pe which I believed, judging from 

r. Mesmer’s standing in the community. 
U. C. Stephens: What was your motive 
in publishing the alleged libel ? 

Witness: Well, my motive was, in the 
first instance, one of self-defense. For 
about a year I had been attacked in the 
Pereupine and called a liar, and all kinds of 
things ascribed to me. In addition, 1 
wished to expose the character of the man 
who was — as acensor before the Fao 
ple. I did not publish itfrom any motives 
of aggravation or ill will. 

Cross-examined: I did not publish it by 
way of retaliation. There was nothing to 
revent me instituting suit against Mr. 

ll, and indeed there is now a case pend- 
ing against him on my complaint. At pres- 
ent I cannot remember any other motives 
which prompted me to publish the article. 

At this point the defense rested, and the 
prosecution called 

D. KAVANE 


in rebuttal, who testified: I am a farmer, 
and live close to Alhambra. I was an 
owner some three or four years ago in the 
Pordepine, and sold out my interest to C. A. 
Bell. Daring my connection with the paper 
Horace Bell had no interest ih the paper. 

Fg Attorney: Examine that account, 

you. 

C. C. Stephens: Speak rding the 
matter from your own knowlele , Mr. Ka- 
vane, 

Witness: If you just let mealone, I'll 
take care of myself. 

C. C. Stephens: 
Kavane, for we’ll hel

Witness: I got the advertisement from 
Mesmer myself, and rf it in the paper. 

Cross-examined: I bought an interest in 
the paper from Charlie Bell, and when Ll 
sold out there was no intermediary to nego- 
tiate. Horace Bell was the editor. 
think L only collected one account for an 
advertisement fram Mesmer. 
$15 or $20, and [ can’t exactly remember the 
date. I knowl! didn’t collect itall. When 
I contracted for the advertisement I had a 
talk first with Mesmer’s son, Joe, who was 
present, and after | had written the adver- 
tisement up at the office I submitted it to 
Mr. Mesmer. The advertisement was in 
the paper from the time Mesmer’s store 
opened. When I went back to collect the 
balance of the account Mesmer refused to 
pay. I then ordered the advertisement out, 
and Horace Bell interfered, and said they 
were friends, and he would get the money 
outofhim. If Mesmer ever 
money to run the office I never 
I think I once borrowed $10 from Horace 
Bell on Saturday night to pay the hands. 

Cc. A. BELL 
then testified: The claim against Mr. Mes- 
mer amounted fo $150, and was more than I 
could afford to lose, so I sued himand got 
judgment. The judgment was paid. I 
Satisfied the record, and used the money, my 
father never getting a cent of it. 

Cross-examined: The agreement with m 
father was that he should get $15 per week 
as editor. {got the funds to buy into the 
Porcupine from my work as printer and news- 
paperman, and aiso money that I had had 
since Il was 16. Il called upon Mr. Mesmer 
with regard to his account, and when he 
spoke about advancing $20 to the Porcupine 
l at once gave him credit for the amount. 
At that time that was the amount of his 
claim. My name never figured as proprie- 
tor, because it was not necessary, and fur- 
thermore the name of Horace Bell as 
editor is an assurance that it will be run in 
a manner fearless and free. 

Cc. D. PLATT, 
the First-street jeweler, then stated: I had 
a conversation with B. A. Stephens in my 
store last December and at that time no 
mention was made of Louis Mesmer. 

The prosecution not being allowed to ex- 
tort from the witness the pith of the con- 
versation which ensued between the wit- 
ness and Stephens, the former was retired 
from the stand and Assistant District At- 
torney Harrison proceeded to open the ar- 
gument to the jury. 

The opening argument was short, and C. 
C. Stephens then, at considerable length, 
brought into play his very considerable 
powers of invective while criticising the 
testimony. 

BELL KNOCKED OUT. 

The arguments were not concluded until 
an advanced hour in the evening, and, after 
being charged, the jury retired to consider 
their verdiet. Contrary to expectation, 
they were absent from the courtroom but a 
very sbort time, at the end of 10 minutes 
returning with a verdictof ‘Not guilty” 
against the defendant.

The Matter Is at Last Fixed ‘to the 
Satisfaction of All. 

The matter of the location of the pest- 
house -in the Elysian Park site is still the 
matter of considerable comment, and just 
what will be the outcome of the question is 
hard tosay. The action of the Council in 
passing an ordinance doing away with the 
dedication of the lands in question for park 
purposes raised quite a breeze of indigna- 
tion, as it idoked like an attempt to do 
away with theone respectably-sized park 
for the future in the city, and many f geen 
who did not know where the lands were 
situated became interested enough to look 
into the matter, and when they discovered 
that the site was the old stone quarry hills, 
which are almost inaccessible, and wuch of 
the platso devoid of soil that an acre of it 
would not keep a hen, they began to think 
that, after all, it was perhaos more a matter 
of sentiment than anything else which had 
raised the commotion. Still, there were 
several parties woo owned property adjoin- 
ing the site, on the opposite side of the 
divide, who objected to having a hospital 
located in such close proximity to their 
land, and they filed a formal protest with 
His Honor the Mayor against any change. 
They argued that parties who had bought 
property around the present pesthouse did 
so with their eyes open, and that it was 
manifestly unjust to others who had pur- 
chased lands at a much higher rate else- 
where to have their property depreciated to 
their neighbors’ advantage. yor Work- 
man was thus placed

A TRIP OVER THE GROUND. 

A Times reporter on Tuesday, in company 
with two Councilmen, drove over the 
ground as far as the road went, and then 

roceeded to where the thouse is to be 

ocated. It is at the head of a small cafion, 
in a grove of blue gum trees, and is as much 
isolated as any place could possibly be, be- 
ing about a quarter of a miie from the main 
road and out of sight from that quarter. It 
is hemmed in on all sides by almost perpen- 
dicular hills, devoid of any vegetation, and 
cannot be reached except by one route, un- 
less by walking over the divide, So far as 
ever —— an attractive park out of the 
s beyond the range of human 

ssibilities, unless the United States 
‘reasury were back of the enterprise. 

There is no way of making any drives, and 
if trees aré to be planted the soil will have 
to be carted and deposited on the hills, as 
there is not enough there to hold the roots. 
In many places the solid rock crops out, 
and about all that can be done is to con- 
tinue the place as a public stone quarry or 
sell it out for that pur Besides all 
this, all of the good land, with the exception 
of a narrow strip on one sideof the road, has 
been purchased by private parties, and there 
is no way in which a symmetrical park 
could be laid out without repurchasing the 
land from the owners at a greatly increased 
rate. Another fact was ete beyond 
any question,and that was that the ee 
site was very much less objectionable than 
the present location, and, so far as sites go, 
could hardly be improved upon. There is 
no telling how the Council will settle the 
problem, but itis more than probable that 
they will rescind their action doing away 
with the dedication, and go ahead and set 
up the hospital, and whenever the city 
wants the ground for park purposes they 
will destroy the house and turn it over to 
them. This is the easiest way out of the 
difficulty, for even at the vprnemanely 
d 


rapid rate at which the city is growing 
will be a century or two before apy 
is made for the Elysian Park.

The Commanding General Assumes 
Command and Announces Part of 
His Staff—Directions to the Re- 
publican Clubs, Oitizens and the 
Fourth of July. |

Los ANGEBES, June 27, 1238. 
General Order}, No. 1, 

I. The nndersigned having, after. much 
earnest solicitation on his own part, been 
appointed by His I\lustrious Excellency, the 
Governor and Commander-in-chief of the 
military and naval forces of the State of 
California, to the exalted office of Brigadier- 
General of the Southern Brigade, N.G.C., 
hereby assumes command and will be 
obeyed and respected accordingly. 

Ill. Martial lawis hereby proclaimed in 
Los Angeles and the country round about 
for a considerable distance. 

1II. The Commanding General pauses,

“Twenty- 
ty head apiece,” forsooth) Out 
ere in the great uthwest, where the 
o who has only a thousand sheep is 
_ little short of a pauper, where many & 
jaan has 40,000, and where sheep ‘are 
very life of the country, that 
message *‘made our tired ache.’ Kan- 
sas, Colorado, Texas, New Mexico, 
Arizonia and California groaned in 
unisop, and the unanimity. of ex- 
pression, more empbatic than com- 
liméntary, was startling. ‘‘Carrambas!

Territories. Sheep are a prominent 
factor in the destinies of Texas, Ari- 
<ona, Kansas and Colorado, but of New 
Mexico they are the very life blood. 
Take away our sheep, or make it im- 
— to raise them with profit, and 
e Territory could no longer exist. 
Our mines of gold, silver, copper and 
coal are good, but the disadvantages of 
working them are so great that 
the net results are almost nil. Cat- 
tle impoverish the Territory, and at 
present are a source of little if any rev- 
enue to their owners. The average 
porns J of water, and the natural slow- 
Mess of developing gigantic irrigation 
schemes in a practically new country, 
make farming a matter of very limited 
area and more limited outcome, A 
of farming produce is per- 
shipped in here from the States. 
And upon thousands of smooth mesas, 
upon thousands of pifion-clad moun- 
tains, across thousands of narrow val- 
twinkle the millions of 
Ifttle sharp feet, whose woolly owners 
are today, as they have been for cent- 
Uries, the dependence of New Mexico. 
’ The history of sheep in New Mexico 
-is- the ee of the people. The one 
could not have existed without the 
rother—a proposition as true today as it 
200 years ago. There are 
\this Territory about 150,000 inhabitan 
—not*counting the 30,000 Indians (Nav- 


joes, Pueblos and Apaches). Of the tri 


hole two-thirds are 

More or less dependent upon sheep for 
ir livelihood: and full one-half are 
entirely and absolutely thus depend- 
‘ent. this vill of San Mateo, for 
‘instance, which has 400 inhabitants, 
there are but three men left at home 
in lambing-time, one of whom 1s the 
assistant of the town midwife, who 
cannot go without seriously jeopard- 
izing the census returns. A few days 
ago Sol Luna went up from the Rio 
Grande Valley to his mountain rancho, 
taking with him to help in the lamb- 
ing out of the 250 voters of Los 
Lunas, His mother and brothers will 
employ every one of the remainder at 
the same business. These are simply 
sample cases, and might be multiplied 
indefinitely, Four-fifths of the mer- 
chauts in the Territory depend largely 
upon the woolcrop. Nearly all their 
customers are wool-growers; all run 
long accounts, and when shearing- 
time comes all pay largely in wool—in 
fact, the majority of them have noth- 
ing else to pay. People in the East 
are wont to regard cattle-raising as a 
great industry in the Southwest. So, in 
some respects, it is. Reckoning by the 
amount of capital invested, and the vast 
pe appropriated, it is a colossal 
affair; but, after all, it is to be ques- 
tioned whether this part of the United 
States would not be better off if four- 
fifths of the cattle were forever ban- 
ish There are now in New Mexico 
4,000,000 sheep. The average annual 
clip is four pounds per head.and the av- 
erage price is 15 cents per pound. 
Nearly every cent of this money stays 
in the Territory. the money real- 
ized in the cattle business nearly all 
goes east. The owners of four-fifths 
of the New Mexican cattle 
are eastern or English capitalists. 
They bay in the East by the carload 
absolutely all their supplies, and rare 
are the nickels which straggle from 
their ranchos to the tills of Row Mex- 
ican merchants. Their cowboys are 
from Texas and Kansas and send their 
spare money home. Except 9n an oc- 
casional spree, the color of their coin 
is rarely visible here. The cattle 
our water, eat our grass and do

- More in one spot, and devour the grass 
to its very roots. Sheep are eternally 
onthe move—one full realization of 
perpetual motion—browsing as much 
as they graze, and eating compara- 
tively little grass, .

Mexico in 1591 by Don Juan de Ofiate’s 
expedition from Zacatecas. T 

Spanish merinos, 
flock Spain, ahd then 
in the world. Centu- 
ries ot breeding-in, however, has 

caused the descendants of that fine old 
blood to degenerate, until they retain 
no single trace of their ancestry, either 
im shape, or in quantity or quality of 
wool. The same is true of everything 
in New Mexico. From the people down 
to the dogs the effects of bréeding-in 
are ully evident. Of late years, 
however, New Mexico sheep-owners 
have been paying much attention to 
the improvement of their flocks, and 
have been importing from  Ver- 
mont and other States the finest 

cks obtainable. There are now in 

e Territory over 100,000 pure merino 
sheep, and many times that number of 
improved ones, The average sellin 
price here of a common (or bronco 
sheep is $1.25; of an improved sheep, 
$2, andof a pure merino, $3.50 to $5. 

Prior to the acquisition otf New Mex-

simple parallel there; for the women 
worked in common. Tonight, for in- 
Stance, all the women in, town 
would meet at the. house. of 
Sefiora Garcia and work her wool. 
Tomorrow night they would assem- 
bie at the Sefiora Peralta’s and give her 
a big lift on the year’s weaving, and so 
on from year’s end to gh end. Thé 
men, too, whet at hottie, assisted 
in the weaving. Then, as now, there 
myriads of cattle, but no — 
in the Mexican State of Sonora, and it 
was for the Sonora trade that the 
cheaper quality of New Mexican 
serapes were made, The finest ones 
serapes Worth $50 to $100 apiece—were 
hardly sold; but were 
kept at home. Of a winter’s day, 
while the women were carding and 
twisting the wool, you — have seen 

archs sitting 


with marvelous rapidity, and singing: 

“Tejo te que no te tejo, 

Que eres para un Sonorefio pennejo,”’ 
which is, by interpretation, ‘‘I weave 
you and I don’t weave you, because 
ou are for a fool Sonoranian.” And 

® was more than half right in saying, 
“and I don’t weave you,”’ for one could 
put his finger through a serape made 
to be sold to ‘tun Sonorefio pendejo,”’ 
and an active New Mexican could 
weave 20 of them in a day, the wool 
being prepared to his hand. But in 
sheepless Sonora, “everything went,” 
even to the most diaphanous serape. 
With railroads as unknown here as 
before the days of steam; with no 
wagons better than the shrieking carri- 
tas,whose wheels wére made by sawing 
a cross-section from the trunk of some 
giant tree; with such “roads”? as an 
eastern horse would faint at the mere 
sight of; with the murderous Apaches, 
Navajoes and Utes forever on the war- 
path, the annual trading-trip to Sonora 
was fraught with every possible hard- 
ship and danger. It could be braved 
only by strong expeditions. And so it 
was that every March one man from 
overs family in New Mexico hied him 
to Paraje, a little hamlet below 
Socorro, where the expedition or 
conducta was organized. A com- 
mander was appointed, who had 
complete control of the conducta, which 
often comprised as high as 1500 men, 
with thousands of horses and burros. 
The only goods carried for trade were 
the year’s output of blankets; but be- 
side the atajos of burros loaded with 
these, a huge pack-train was required 
to transport even the simple baggage 
of the expedition, as well as rations for 
the journey. In those early days there 
were no mills in the Territory, and 
each manor group of friends had to 
carry a metate—the stone upon which 
the native New Mexican housewife 
scrubs her corn or wheat to meal or 
flour—and an abundance of raw grain 
for making tortillas. 


Thus equipped, the conducta started 
early in March on its long and perilous 
p. Arriving in Sonora, the expedi- 
tion fell to trading, exchanging its gay 
blankets for cattle (all the cattle of 
New Mexico in early days came from 
Sonora), brazil-wood, chocolate, sugar, 
sugar-cane, satins and other dress 
geods, rebosis (small shawl for the 
head), oranges, dried fruits, coffee, 
leather, and Indian girls for servants. 
It was an immemorial custom ir. New 
Mexico that no young man could think 
of marrying until he could give his 
intended wife a capabie Indian girl as 
cook and general servant. If he was 
unable to buy one in Mexico, he would 
organize a party of his companions in 
a similar fix, and start on a campaign 
against the Navajoes or Apaches, kill 
the warriors and bring the girls home 
risoners, or perhaps lose his own lite 
attempting to carry out this inter- 


esting programme. Furthermore, 
when a young man gave it to 
be understood that he wished to 


a git, her father would 
send the ardent suitor with the con- 
ducta into Sonora, and etherwise em- 
ploy him for a year. If the youth 
panned out brave, industrious and ca- 
pable, he got the girl. Otherwise he 
got calabasas (squashes), the Spanish 
equivalent for the mitten. 

The stonductas always returned in 
September, and after resting their ani- 
mals for a few weeks the men all 
started off again to hunt buffalo on the 
plains near where Ft. Sumner now 
stands, and in a couple of months 
returned with sufficient carne 
seca a meat) to last their 
families a whele year. Then they all 
sallied forth once more, this time to 
the salt lakes to get their year’s supp 
of salt; and by the time they got 
from this trip it was again time to start 
for Sonora. 

The Yankee and his railroads have 
of course changed all this. Cottons 
from Lowell, prints from Fall River 
ready-made clothing from Chicago, 
canned goods from California 
and Kansas City, shoes from 
Lynn, blooded cattle from Enu- 
rope, wagons from Indiana, and 
most of the other modern adjuncts of 
civilization are very rapidly usurping 
in New Mexico the place of the old 
régime. <A few looms continue to turn 
out everlasting carpets and gaudy ser- 
apes, but 99 per cent. of the wool now 
goes to eastern factories. But for the 
reasons I have already outlined, sheep 
are almost as much the sole dependence 
of New Mexico today as in the forgot- 
ten times of the home-weaving and the 
conducta 


Of the 4,000,000 sheep in New Mexico 
a large part are comprised in enormous 
holdings. Sixty years ago ‘‘E] Guero” 
Chaves, the first regular Governor of 
New Mexico under Mexican authority, 
had over a million head of sheep, then 
worth in this Territory $5 — His 
son-in-law, José Leandro Perea, had 
over 200,000 head. Bartolomé Baca, 
another early Governor, had even 
more. There are no such herds 
now, but some of the i. big 
shee ners fall not far short. 
For mstance, Mariano 8. Otero of Ber- 
nalillo, a son-in-law of Don José Lean- 
dro Perea, is now the largest sheep- 
owner in the Territory, and has be- 
tween 110,000 and 120,000 head, all im- 
proved by merino crosses. :

th were immensely wealthy at the 
time, but the future had terrible re- 
verses in store. They put their joint 
fortune into sheep, and the ma- 
rauding Apaches and Navajoes 
raided all their flocks and 
left them penniless. ‘Today the 
once millionaire and his wife live in 
abject poverty in one little "dobe room 
in Puerto de tans. They would have 
starved to death long ago but for the 
care of adaughter. Don José is 100 
years old and his wife 90. He is blind. 
A sad story is that of the poor old 
couple. 

Among the wool-growers of note 
must also be reckoned the Nava- 
joe Indians, whose reservation is 
half in New Mexico and_ half 
in Arizona. This tribe, numbering 
18,000 people, owns 1,000,000 sheep, 
from whose wool they weave their 
blankets—the warmest in the world, as 
their fine ones are the finest. The 
Navajoes make excellent shepherds, 
particularly the women, whose care of 
the flock is fairly motherly. Ihave 
seen a squaw put a wee, sick lamb in 
her bosom and carry it there all day. 
The women cannot be hired to attend 
to-other flocks* than their own; but 
hundreds of the bucks are employed as 
shepherds of New Mexican flocks. The 
chief trouble with them is that they 

ve'all their friends abundant mutton 
rom, the flock. Mexican shepherds, 
however, are sadly prone to do the 
same, so it is about a stand-off. 

The winter just clesing has been 


noted all over the continent as 
one of the severest in the 
memory of man. New  Mex- 


ico has been less afflicted than the 


East, but has had a bad enough time. | 


One day this winter the mercury stood 
at 30 below zero—an unheard-of figure 
for New Mexico. There has been an 
enormous amount of snow in the most 
elevated portions of the Territory, and 
miserable storms have been abominably 


numerous. In such parts of the 
Teritory stock of all kinds has 
suffered severely. East of the 


Rio Grande and south of the Zufii 
mountains, all stock is in fine shape. 
But in the great uplands of the San 
Mateo mountains—the town of San 
Mateo is nearly 8000 feet above the sea 
—along the Continental Divide and in 
the Navajoe country the losses have 
been fearful. It is a conservative 
estimate thatin that area 50,000 shee 
have died since November. The usu 
annual losses is not to exceed 5 per cent., 
while the average natural increase is 
full 75 per cent. Takeatrip through 
this section now, and every one you 
meet has his wagon, horse or burro 
loaded with sheepskins—parting memo- 
rial of the unnumbered carcases that 
are bleaching in every cailon and along 
every arroyo. 


Facing the egate  hostili 
of the weatharclark and the 
President, New Mexican  sheep- 


owners feel extremely ultramarine. 
The tariff reduction of ‘67 cut down 
the price of wool here one-half, and 
came near paralyzing. the ‘Territory. 
The tariff is now 10 cents. If that be 
removed, as the Democrats propose, 
wool will sell for 5 cents. Even in 
New Mexico, it costs 2 cents a pound 
merely for shearing and packing, not 
to say anything of the expense of 
the flock through the years. 
Such reduction would of 
course annihilate the sheep industry in 
New Mexico; and sueh annihilation 
would mean not only the utter business 
bankruptcy of the but a 
world of suffering—of actual starva- 
tion—appalling to contemplate. Al- 
read me of the principal sheep-own- 
ers—men who are morally and intel- 
lectually, as well as pecuniarily, the 
backbone of the Territory—are quietly 
making their preparations to emigrate 
to Sonora with their flocks in 
case wool is placed on the free list, and 
they would be followed, in such an 
event, by more than half the present 
pulation of the Territory. New 
exico is a country of noble possibili- 
ties—too grand a Territcry to be de- 
pa ulated thus.

What the Democrats Offer.

Fear that the 
tariff would be radically changed has 
prevented investment of capital in a 
great number of cases—is preventing 
such investment at the present time; re- 
sources of incalculable value remain 
undeveloped because of this uncer- 
tainty, and at this very time works are 
idle, for no other reason, which should 
employ several hundred thousand per- 
son. 
A settlement of this vexed question 
should therefore be welcomed, not only 
by Republicans, but by all patriotic 
Democrats, to whom the welfare of the 
country is of more importance than the 
temporary success of their party. The 
Democratic party leaders would natur- 
ally prefer—will undoubtedly seek—toe 
keep the question in thé background, 
or to cast arouna it a glamour of mean- 
ingless verbosity which shall make it 
appear other than what itis.

Encouraging Small Vineyardists. 


An enterprise is at present under- 
going development in Napa county for 
the encouragement of small vineyard- 
ists, who have hitherto been at the 
mercy of the wine men, having been 
compelled to either sell their grapes on 
the vines for whatever price the 
wineries in the neighborhood may be 
willing to give, or to dispose of their 
newly-pressed wine at a rate arbitra- 
rily fixed by the large wine dealers. 
In either case, -the cream of the 
profit is taken by the wineries. 
[t is now proposed to erect a storage 
cellar or warehouse, to keep the vin- 
tage of small vineyardists. Associated 
with the storage of wine is the loaning 
of money at a low rate of interest, the 
storage warehouse receipt being ac- 
cepted as collateral security. 

This is an excellent movement, which 
should be taken up in this part of the 
State. Thetruit and vine-grower of 
moderate meansis peculiarly at the 
mercy of the purchaser, owing to 
the perishable nature of his pro- 
duct, unless he can _ contrive 
to put it in shape to hold for a good 
market. This, however, the small 
grower can seldom do, hence the press- 
ing need of such systems as that which 
is being tried in Napacounty. Should 
it prove a success, one of the most im- 
portant problems associated with wine- 
making on a small scale will have been 
solved, and storage warehouses, whose 
storage receipts will be accepted as 
good collateral by banks associated 
with them, will be established in every 
wine district in the State, thus facili- 
tating what is at present our most cry- 
ing need in this sectioa—an increase in 
the amount of our products. 


WE have received a copy of a little 
sheet entitled ‘*'The Pipe of Peace,” 
published semi-monthly by the Indian 
school at Genoa, Neb.

An Old Broken-hearted Man Tells 
His Sad Story. 

Everybody in Los Angeles who pretends 
to be posted knows that there are a large 
number of Spiritualists, mot only in this 
city, but throughout the United States. 
They are a queer set, and do many things 
that would make the playful witches of 
olden times ashamed of themselves. They 
do not boldly claim to belong to the free- 
love type of humanity, nor are they follow- 
ers of the Mormon Church, but they go on 
the theory, to a very large extent, that it is 
well fora man and woman to separate or 
“swap” -partmers as soon as they come to 
the conclusion that they can live together 
in happiness no longer. Or, in plain lan- 
guage, as soon as a wife is convinced 
that her “hubby” has not treated her 
exactly right, she is at liberty to pick out 
some other man and go to him without 
the customary assistance of the law, in 
such cases made and provided,as the lawyers 
say. The man, if he be a good Spiritualist, 
has the same power, and if his lawful wife 
objects to such a change, as she will .do in 
nine cases out of ten, he puts on a heavenly 
look and ejaculates: “‘My dear, the spirits 
appeared to me last night and told me that 
L must leave you for Mrs, ——, and you 
know their commands must be obeyed at 
all hazards.” And if the poor wife has 
been taken to the bosom of table-thumpers 
and ghost-makers, she chokes her heart 
back and allows her lord and master to go 
on hisevil way, when she knows that her 
happiness in this world for all time to come 
has been destroyed by the man who prom- 
ised to protect her as long as she should 
live. All Spiritualists do not hold to this 
demoralizing faith, but there are quite a 
number of fakirs who do, and these same 
fakirs, especially when they are males, do 
a great deal of damage in the way of break- 
ing up families. 

AN OFFICER’S WIFE. 

There is at present on the police force an 
old officer who has fallen a prey to one of 
these spiritualistic fakirs, The story of his 
troubles is best told in his own language. 
in the person of a Times reporter, the other 
day, the old guardian of the people’s peace 
found a willing listener, and between wee 
ing and sighing he unbosomed himself 
something after this fashion: . 

“| have lived in this city a long time, and 
up to a few mouths ago [ think I was the 
happiest man in the city. My wife and I 
were married when we were quite young, 
and you can see from my rugged face and 
gray hairs that my wife is no spring 
chicken at this time, but I have loved her, 
oh, so hard, and row she is ing my 
heart. But to begin at the beginning, we 
were married about 20 years ago, and when 
we settled in Los Angeles the world was 
very bright, and both of us were as happy 
as two peovie could be. 1 went to work at 
once, and, although we lived well, 
we have been able to save several 
thousand dollars and a couple of 
little houses. [ have hardly been 
idle a day, and afew months aco my 
wife was a good housekeeper, and she did 
all in her power to make our little home as 
pleasant as- possible, but a change came 
over her. She became acquainted with sev- 
eral Spiritualists, and from that time my 
wife has been a changed woman. 1 went 
home day after day and found her out, and 
when I questioned her about it she simply 
said she was studying to become a 
doctor. She told me that she had hit on a 


scheme by which she could make a great 
deal of money. 


DID NOT LIKE IT. 
“T did not like the scheme, and I told her 
30; but for the first time in her life she re- 
fused to listen to me, and the more I talked 
against the scheme the more determined 
she was to carry out her insaneidea. 1 
told herthat we were getting did; and had 
Saved up enough money to livertn’ the rest 
of our lives and leave some for our chil- 
dren, but she was firmly set, and I gave up 
all hope and allowed her to goon. Shortly 
after she told me that she was 
to be a great doctor, 1 learned that she was 
running around with Spiritualists. I had 
had some experience with these people 
in an official way, and I know that their in- 
fluence over my wife would bring great 
trouble to our household. I swallowed my 
, vay as. best I could, although I 

ay by day that my wife was 
further and further from me. fina she 
took up her abode with a family of Spirit 
ualists in a neighboring town. ‘The house- 
hold is presided over by a man who calls 
himself some kind of a professor, and he 
has under his care five or six women, 
who, like my wife, have left their homes for 
the sake of playing the ghost of somethine 
else. She has been away trom me several! 
weeks, and the other day she sued me for 
divorce. But that is not all. During our 
happy days I deeded to her the most of my 
property, and now she is going to leave me 
in my old age without a dollar. Oh, it is 
hard; and when I remember how happy we 
used to be itisenongh to cause me to take 
my life. My children are left without a 
mother and I am almost crazy. "There ought 
to be a law for people who break up a 
family in that way, and if the legislators do 
not do something I do not know what will :

BERLIN, June 27.—| By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.} The opening of the Landtag 
today was accompanied by an imposing 
ceremonial, similar to that observed when 
the Reichstag met. The white hall of the 
old castle was again the scene of the cere- 
mony. The King entered the hall followed 
by the royal princes. The Queen and prin- 
cesses occupied a dias to the right 
of the throne. The members of the 
two houses of the Landtag were etationed 
by the throne, the members ofthe upper 
house on the right and those of the lower 
house on the left of the throne. As soon as 
the King arrived the President of the upper 
house proposed cheers for him, and they 
were given with enthusiasm. 

In his speech opening the session Kin 
William said that his government, like tha 
of the late King Frederick, would be exer- 
cised asa legacy from his grandfather. He 
would equally guard the rights of his . 
ple and the Crown, and protect all relations 
existing between the State and the Catho- 
lic Church. He was satisfied with Prussian 
finances,and hoped that further relief of com- 
munes apd persons of small means from 
taxation would be possible. The King con- 
cluded his speech with a quotation from 
Frederick the Great: ‘‘The King is the first 
servant of the State.” 

The King did not remove his helmet 
while —, hisspeech. The chief pass- 

es of the address were loudly applauded. 

hen he had finished the King extended 
his hand to Prince Bismarck, who, bowing 
low, kissed it. After bowing to the assem- 
bly the King left the hall amid enthusiastic 
cheering. 

The Dowager Empress Victoria today re- 
ceived the President and Vice-President of 
the Reichstag, who presented her with an 
address of condolence on the death of Em- 
peror Frederick. The Empress in her re- 
ply tothe address thanked them for their 
sympathy. 

The President and Vice-President after- 
ward waited on the Emperor and presen 
him with the reply of the Reichstag to the 
speech from the throne. The Emperor 
thanked them for the unanimity with 
which the reply had been voted and asked 
them te convey his thanks to the Reichstag.

The address of the upper and lower 
houses of the Landtag, in reply to the 
speech from the Throne, after expressions 
of grief at the death of Emperor Frederick, 
consists for the most part of a paraphrase 
of Emperor William's speech.

It is reported that the Berlin municipal 
authorities, some of whom hold liberal views 
on religious matters, were received in a 
frigid manner by the Emperor, and that he 
concluded his remarks by saying: “Make 
it your business to see t more churches 
are built in Berlin.”

The heat was so intense 
that Count Bocholtz fainted. 

The National Zeitung says that the Km- 
peror’s speech will fill the country with 
confidence at the very outset of his reign.

It is stated that the Czar has sent a 
lengthy letter to Emperor William express- 
ing thorough friendship for Germany, and 
sorrow for the loss sustained in the death 
of Emperor Frederick.
